• (LOU) The last American convoy led by Ambassador 
Rawson departed Kigali at 0710 EDT with over 300 people 
in approximately 60 vehicles, including Kenyans, 
Tanzanians, Germans, Canadians and other nationalities. 
The earlier convoy departed Kigali at 0555 EDT. 
Last-minute and ultimately false rumors of a wrecked 
bridge just south of Kigali delayed the departure. The 
convoy has communications capability via HF radio to 
Embassy Nairobi. (Task Force/Embassy Kigali telcon)
